death. Visitors will view an exact 
replica of Lincoln’s Casket. 

° A Civil War camp with 
reenactors working at their 
various daily tasks. You can 
examine their tents with all the 
furnishings, some comfortable 
and some primitive. Or watch 
them cook on open stoves, clean 
their guns and plan attacks. You 
can also meet the camp peddlers, 
called sutlers. These folks will 
have their wares displayed for 
sale, giving visitors an opportu- 
nity to take unique souvenirs 
home. 

You might even get a chance 
to help the blacksmith fire up his 
forge and shape a horseshoe, or 
see the pioneer ladies make lye 
soap for their laundry, or join 
them in a quilting bee. 

° Twice daily skirmishes 
between the Blues and Grays 
behind the Lake Creek Store and 
Cafe. Keep an eye peeled for 
snipers hiding on the hill hoping 
for a lucky shot at the men on 
the cannon. 

°Pioneer-era ladies in their 
multilayered finery. Most old- 
fashioned clothes are homemade 
but some could have been 
bought or bartered from the 
‘sutlers,’ who followed the 
soldiers around and sold them 
supplies. 

eHow about being a part of a 
Civil War era dance? They plan 
to teach you some traditional 
dances so put on your dancing 
shoes. 


° A Pony Express rider 
delivering the mail, a packet of 
period-specific letters. 

° Hillbilly Kettle Korn cooked 
the old fashioned way. Never 
heard of it? It is ‘Sweet German 
Glazed Popcorn,’ a popular treat 
in the 1800s. 

°Toe-tapping music provided 
by the Old Time Fiddlers. 

Festivities will run from 10 
a.m. to 4 p.m. on Saturday, with 
Civil War skirmishes scheduled 
at 11 a.m., 1 p.m. and 3 p.m. On 
Sunday it will start at 10 a.m. 
and end at 3 p.m., with skir- 
mishes at 11 a.m. and 1 p.m. 
Wild West reenactments will be 
played out both days, as will the 
arrival of the Pony Express rider.

@ The Charley family history is deeply 
interwoven with the Lake Creek and 
Brownsboro communities 


The Charley family and Lake 
Creek are deeply intertwined; 
many of the early residents were 
related, by blood or marriage, to 
the Charleys, whose lineage 
includes Henry Brown, the 
founder of Brownsboro. The 
following genealogy, compiled 
from several sources, gives a 
thumbnail glimpse at part of the 
family, and includes some inter- 
esting “margin notes” about 
some of the family members. 


William Charley 

Son of Jacob and Louisa 
Craig Charley, (his grandfather 
George Charley, born 1763, died 
1833, served under General 
Washington in the Revolution for 
7 years), was born in 1832 in 
Harrison County, Indiana, 
enlisted in the Civil War in 1861 
and served until the end. His 
brothers Hardin, Robert, George, 
Jess, and wife’s brother, Nimrod, 


Andromeda “Meda” Hurst Charley 


also served in the war. 
He married Androm- 
eda “Meda” Hurst 
Charley who was born 
April 6, 1835 in Harri- 
son County, Indiana, 
the youngest daughter 
of Nimrod and Mary 
Pennington Hurst. She 
died in Ashland, Or- 
egon, January 1, 1924 at 
the age of 88. In 1867 
the couple started 
westward and arrived 
in Jackson County in 
1875. They home- 
steaded near Climax for 
14 years. They had five children: 
Nimrod, Lemon, Woodford 
Merrit, Cassius “Clay” and 
Minnie Evaline. 

Meda was a small woman 
who, besides raising and caring 
for her five children, was a 
midwife, assisting at most of the 
births in the communities where 
she lived. 

She smoked a corncob pipe, 
and was well known for her 
tanning ability. She made mocca- 
sins and gloves softer than 
kangaroo from cougar leather 
which she herself tanned. It was 
a long slow process and she 
buried them in ashes for quite 
awhile, but when finished they 


were creamy white and very soft. 


She lined them with coon skin 
and shipped them to Montana to 
a friend who sold them for her 


Emogene and the Charley boys. 


for $50 a pair. 


Nimrod Charley 

Son of William and Meda 
Clay of Indiana, he was the first 
of the Charley family to come 
out west from Indiana. He was a 
courageous hunter of bear, 
cougar, bobcats and raccoons. 

His son, Walter, was also an 
avid hunter and later in life said 
he had killed at least 75 cougars. 
Nimrod helped his father build 
and operate a mill at Climax and 
later helped his son Walter build 
and run mills. But his heart was 
in hunting and gardening. He 
took immense pride in growing 
bigger watermelon, pumpkin or 
squash than the year before. 

His first wife was Mary 
Frances Hurst and they had

three children Walter Floyd, 
Ralph and Andromeda Viola 
“Meda”. Mary died and he 
remarried. His second wife, 
Mary Houk (Hawk) was blind. 
They had three children: Milroy, 
Menifee and Evaline. Milroy 
was crippled from an attack of 
spinal meningitis, but loved to 
farm. Menifee worked for local 
farmers, then moved to Glen- 
dale, Oregon where he was 
employed in a sawmill. Evaline 
ran away from home and was 
never heard from again. 


Walter Floyd Charley 
Son of Nimrod and Mary 
Hurst Charley, he married Bertha 
Anna Bryan; they had 11 chil-

Charley family memories 


Editor’s Note: The following 
excerpts are from oral history 
interviews with Irene Charley 
Jennings, interviewed January 31, 
2001, and Charmayne Stewart, 
interviewed March 6, 2001. 


Irene Charley Jennings 

{Nimrod Charley’s second 
wife, Mary] was heavy, real large 
and she was blind. I was so 
amazed as a child at how she 
cooked. [Cooking on a] wood 
stove, [she would have] to feel 
where to put the pans and 
everything. Because when you 
had visiting in those days you 
had to eat. You stayed for a meal. 


Every summer my dad 
would take the cattle out to 
Climax; part of that was part of 
their grazing lands for their 
cattle. And I remember the 
happiest time in my life was up 
there in that little old cabin. 

We had another cabin where 
we would stay while daddy 
would take care of the cattle and 
then I’d go down and play with 
Walter Charley's kids. This is 
when they had a big family ten 
or twelve children. 


For Christmas we got one toy 
and something to wear. I’d 
always get dolls and tea sets. 
They would buy them, but they 
made most of my clothes, you 
know. I very seldom had any- 
thing store bought. 


We learned to swim real 
young in Little Butte Creek 
because our garden was down 
by Little Butte Creek. We had to 
weed until a certain time of the 
day. We ate carrots and things so 


we didn’t have to go to the 
house so we could go swimming. 
I think I was three years old 
when I learned how to swim. 

I jumped in and nobody saw 
me and | drowned. I mean | 
remember them bringing me 
back. I could see the sun. ...it was 
beautiful. They say drowning is a 
wonderful death. After that first 
gulp or so... it’s wonderful. I 
remember it like it was yester- 
day. | wasn’t even three years 
old. | was jumping in when 
nobody was watching me. 1 was 
a daredevil. 


Charmayne Stewart 

[My father, Leland Charley] 
traveled with the Barnum and 
Bailey Circus band for awhile. 
We gave dances here. I was even 
a hatcheck girl for awhile at 
Dreamland. That’s what he really 
wanted to do. He was a musician 
and he really... it was when my 
grandmother said you need to be 
back here and they came back. 


I was an only child and I 
never played with anybody 
except for my grandmother and 
my dad and Uncle Claus until I 
went to school. 

The best part of [school was 
when] other schools came down 
and joined us at Brownsboro 
School and we had a picnic and a 
play thing. I don’t recall when — 
it was in the spring sometime — 
but I met Jean Lilly and she’s still 
my very best friend. 

It was a rather perplexing 
childhood actually because | 
really enjoyed feeding cattle,

driving cattle through the moun- 
ains, and then the other world 
of the arts, which was the same 
thing for my father, because he 
loved his music so much. 


When it was time, when the 
snows were gone and we would 
take the grade cattle up to range 
and let them run. 

We were up there one sum- 
mer briefly during a tremendous 
rainstorm and with just shingled 
roof with no ceiling. It was very 
noisy. I was told I was running 
around the room going “” Bottle, 
bottle, bottle” — that was my 
word for water. I don’t remember 
any of this. 


I was in [4-H] sewing for I 
think one year and I just hated it. 
Really disliked that. But natu- 
rally I got into 4-H. I don’t mean 


'@r brag but it’s a family tradition 


so naturally I did have the Grand 


Champion steer. I [remember] 
how I would bring him across 
the meadow and tie him up to 
the fence behind my folks’ house 
to wash him. I] had him so well 
trained that he would drink 
Pepsi-cola out of the Pepsi-cola 
bottle. 


Our cattle were ... very 
gentle. In the summer time Papa 
and I would go up to the moun- 
tains and he’d go out and he’d 
do a little bit of cow-calling and 
those old cows, they’d start 
coming and they’d come right 
up to him. You’d always have 
what we call a lead cow...and on 
drives you’d just let that old lead 
cow go and she’d take you. 

We had one bad. cow — she 
was a good Hereford, but we had 
not gotten her horns weighted 
right. In those days all our cattle 
were horned. The purebreds you

dren, 10 of whom grew up: 
Garrel Marylin Charley (married 
Arlin Millard and had fourteen 
children); Walter; Lincoln; Clin- 
ton “Pete”, (born 1917, married 
Ernestyn Allen Thompson, two 
children Patricia and Michael); 
Opal (born 1919, married to Bill 
Monia, brother of Donna Monia 
Charley who married Lincoln 
Charley, brother of Opal); Ruth; 
Ruby; Patricia (died at age one); 
Wesley; and Eunice. 


Lemon Case-Carl Charley 

Second son of Andromeda 
“Meda” and William Charley, 
was born July 13, 1856 in Omaha 
Nebraska. He died March 19, 
1933 and is buried in the Med- 
ford Memorial Mausoleum. In 
1880 Lemon married Jennie 
Celea Brown, daughter of Henry 
R. and Martha Brown, at 
Brownsboro, Oregon. She died in 
November 1944. Jennie was a 
sister to Emogene Brown, who 
married Lemon’s younger 
brother, Cassius “Clay” Charley. 
Lemon and Jennie had seven 
children: Nora Emogene (who 
married Ira Lee Bradshaw), Edna 
M. (died at the age of 17), Will- 
iam H. (died at age 2), Hazel M., 
Lemon R. (“Reed”), Verna B. 
and one who died in infancy. 


Reed Charley 

Born 1897, son of Lemon and 
Jennie Charley, married Myrtle 
Farlow. Two children: 
Gwendolyn (born 1922) and 
Janet (born 1925).

Woodford Merritt Charley 

Son of William and Meda 
Charley, brother to Nimrod and 
Lemon, was born May 6, 1858 in 
Indiana, and died November 
1923. Married Ada Flora Hurst 
from Eagle Point, who died in 
February 1939. Five children: E?? 
(married Harry Redmond), Ida, 
Estella (died at birth), Maple 
Andromeda, Hurst (1893). He 
dug the first furrow in the Rogue 
River Valley in 1881 to prepare 
for the building of the extension 
of the Oregon and California 
Railroad, which became the 
Southern Pacific. 


Cassius “Clay” Charley 

Born August 5, 1860 in 
Corydon, Indian, died Novem- 
ber 16, 1910 in Medford, Oregon. 
Married to Emogene Brown, 
born October 1866, died July 4, 
1946. He was the youngest son of 
William and Andromeda “Meda” 
Charley. In 1889 he married 
Emogene Brown, daughter of 
Henry R. and Martha Brown. 
Cassius erected a sawmill at the 
head of Antelope Creek, which 
he operated for about 12 years, 
then took up residence on a 600- 
acre ranch, which was part of the 
Henry R. Brown estate, two 
miles east of Brownsboro on 
Little Butte Creek. He was a 
skilled mechanic and could make 
or build anything mechanical. 

He was also a musician, and 
had great skill on the violin, 
providing the music for many 
parties. Clay and Emogene had 
three children: Floyd, Claus and 


Leland, referred to as the Char- 
ley Brothers. Clay died at the age 
of 50 from lead poisoning con- 
tracted while mining in Mon- 
tana. Emogene raised the three 
boys by herself and became a 
very strong, capable woman. 


Minnie Evaline Charley 

Fifth child of William and 
Meda Charley of Indiana, was 
born October 17, 1870 in Mason 
City, lowa, Married Dan
